FROZEN THAMES RECORDS. 
‘“ 


If there if anything in thought) The Negro quarter of New York: 


ion, the coalest room in Lon- 
don should be-one of the topmost 
chambers in the London Museum, 
where, for the first time. are being 
exhjbited Prints and encravings of 
thet ‘Frost Fair’? which was held 
on the frozen ice and snow over the 
River Thames in 1814. There are 
many people, besides —perspiri 
printers, ae havea ifronutbette 
chill in reading the oft-re-peated state- 
ment, ‘Printed Upon the Ice, Feb. 4, 
18H.” And the man who wrote the 
following doggerel quatrain knew what 
he was doing: 
February, Eighteen Hundred and 
Fourteen, 
On the Thames was held a Fair; 
In future times when this is seen, 
You may tell twas printed there. 
For twelve weeks the wind. had 
been in the north-east, and then came 
one short day of thaw, to be followed 
by srother spell of cold. On the frozen 


-|Thames booths of all kinds were 


put up, with appropriate signs, such 
as the Waterman’s Arms, the Crown, 


Each|the Eel-Pot, the Mag Pie, and one 


wag had a notige on his ice-tent “that 
several fret adjoining .his premises 
were to be let ou @ building lease.” 
The Thames'was also frozen in 1740 
and 1789, and, ifwe remember aright, 
as recently as, 1895. The gift of 
"Frost Fair” primts comes{rom. Mr. 
ha. “Hooke; ‘and iii ap adjoining room 
is a new exhibition of Mr. R. A. 
Leckie’s benefaction of a lively series 
illustrative of the “Lighting and 
Guarding of London,” with especial 
stress on lamplighters and linkmen, 
and the discoveries of the 
night. Among. the latter is a 
mezzotint by W. Humphrey of some 
18th century: Verges on a ‘“Search- 
Night,” when the ‘Ladies in Limbo” 
are uncer hiv’ close surveillance. A 
share circular issued to members of 
Parliament -iz 1807 by Mr, Winser, 
the patentee ofthe National Light 
and Heat Company, is alro here, 
showing that the brave echeme, mere- 
ly required a million sterling in 20,000 
8 ; 

Through the good offices of Vis- 
count Harcourt an Edinburgh lady, | 
Miss Swinton, has given a remarkable 
collection of eighteenth century prints 
of London, chiefly issued by John 
Boydell, There are, ‘too, the four 
rare Benaist jepapis isso, 
in 17487 of Imgo Jones’s designs for 
the palace of Whiteball, made in 
1619 but never carried out save for 
the banqueting hall, now the Royal 
United Service Musenm. The four 
plans of the Waterside, Charing-cross 
Side, Park Side,’and Westminster 
Side show a projected palace 1,152ft. 
by 8i4ft., which, if it had been 
esected, would have covered much 
of the space now filled by the Nation- 
sl Liberal Chnb and the War Office. 
If Inigo Jones could have had his 
way it is difficult to sce how any 
modern improvements could have 


| brought about the demolition of such 


& magnificent riverside edifice. Like 


| Somerset House, with all its interior 


deficiencies, it would have stood. 


‘NEGRO “PRESIDENTS” WAR - 


_ TALK. . 


City resounded to “jazz” band music 
and the tumult of crowds on the 
opening af the Annual Convention of 
the Universal Negro Improvement 
Association, : 

The event of the day was a parade 
of 15,000 Ne in which delegates 
from all over the United States and 
Negroes from other countries and 
“Black Cross Nurses” took part. 

The opening session of the conven- 
tion” was presided over us usual by 
Mareus Garvey, «Provisional Pre- 
sident of Africa,” who, in o fiery 
speech, pictured £00,000,000 Negroes 
“demanding Africa for the Africans.” 

“War is the only method hy which 
men can obtain salvation,” declared 
Garvey. ‘(If that is the only way 
Negroes can oBtain their rights, theyll 
be ready!” ; 

Would the white man face the 
combined forces of Japanese, Chinese, 
Indians, and Africans! Garver asked, 
adding that the next war would be a 
tacial war. If the whites did not 
have the Negroes on their side, they 
would be ‘ burned up.” 

Telegrams were sent ‘to President 
Harding offering “the backing of 
400,000,000 Negroes”; ' to King 
George, asking for the freedom of Ire- 
land; and to Mr. de Valera and Mr. 
Ghandi (the Indian Home Rule leader), 
praising their ‘fight for iberty.” 


Under the indefatigable labour of 
the trustees and of Mr. Harman 
Oates, the director, the London 
Museom is becoming an indispensable 
Rome ‘of study to real lovers and 
students, amoug whont the children 
are the wisest and the most frequent 
of visitors, Avcapital arrangement 
just carried out is the allgtting to two 
new room: in the base of the 
Museum’s wonderful colle@jion of 
eatly maps of London, whete any 
student of topography will fird his 
path made easy, The London Mus- 
eam, in fact, now equals, if it does 
not excel, its Paris parallel, the 
Musee Carnavalet. Thoughtful local 
anthorities are doing well to treat the 
Museum. as & public record 
office of concrete things worth 
preserving. Thus recently the 
Clerkenwell Sessions elders 
have sevt thei complete (and obso- 
feta) standard weights and measures, 
from. peanyweight to half-cwt. and 
half 5 gill to a bushel, chiefly in the 
old mixed metal. latten. Then, too, 
@ cool room in the basement holds a 
complete wood-block printing press, 
with huge wood-bloczks for trade and 
heraldic purposes, used long ago at 
the _Horseleydown printing works in 
Potter’s-fields, Southwark, and given 
by Messrs. Ledger and Smith, The

saved by the generous, wisdom of 
private persons from the sctap-heap, 
and it remains only for some public- 
spirited lover of London to step for- 
ward and offer to defray the cost of 
printing the catalogue of these inspir-.

A RACE ‘FOR LIFE, 
oy MODERN ROMANCE OF 
THE SEAL.

“Tamaqua” sent out a wireless

E. H. Harts, sent back instructions, 
ouly to find that the “Tamaqua” bad 
no appliance with which to 
carry them out. Accordingly, the

diate operation Ward could not live 
more than a few hours. The man was 
transferred to the liner’s operating 
theatre, in which two American 
doctors and three qualified nurses 
from among the passengers had 
already put themselves at : Dr. 

The operation 
was successfully performed ‘and 
after two nights and days of devoted 
terdance on the part of the three 
gallant volunteer nurses, Ward was 
safely landed at Liverpopl and taken 
to hospital in an ambulance.

The Hongkong Hotel Company, 
the Dairy Farm Companf, and the 
Wiseman Restaurant Company are 
forming a “merger,” and the more or 
less patient public is told in the 
capitalistic Press, that itis a‘ upifica- 
tion of interests.” It is a respectable 
sounding phrase, and looks prettier 
than combine” or “merger.” It is 
‘also, on the face of it, a truthfal 
phrase, because interests really are 
unified. There iso fourth interest— 
the public interest—vwhich is entitled 
to s fair share of consideration, 
and since in the natnre of things 
it is not likely to occupy the fore- 
ground of the attention of these 
three directorates, the China Muil 
will put in a word for it edgeways, as 
occasion offers. Fhe Morning Post 
informed us this morning that “the 
main idea is to render the ‘publica 
more efficient service,” a statement 
which, if we believed it, would

As Chairman of Directors of the 
Dock Company Mr. H. P. White 
presented Mrs. Bell with a souvenir of 
the occasion in the shape of a hand- 
some pendant of diamonds set in 
platinom. After congratulating the 
fowners upon the ‘very bappy and 
melodious name ther had given 
to their new ship, -Mr. White 
went on to point out that the oceasion 
was one of great interest to Hengkenz 
and the Dock Company since it was 
the first steamer launched from’ the 
new shipbuilding yard and the first 
oil tanker built in Hongkong or China. 

When the toast ‘of the ‘Paludina” 
and her owners 
with enthosishty SON, He Bell, re- 
presenting the -latter, thanked Afr. 
‘White for giving his wife the honour 
of launching the vessel and for, the 
very handsome souvenir presented to 
her. He congratulated the Dock Com- 
pany tpon a very saccessful Iounch 
and voiced hope that they might have 
many snch in the future. 

“The Dock Company. Mr. Bell con- 
tinued,” have to-day established a new 
record inasmuch as the ‘“Paludina” 
is the largest, in fact I think I may 
say she is the only ‘ocean-gaing tank 
steamer ever launched in the Far East, 


that she is the ‘first of tour sister 
ships, and I expect that the other 
three will be launched before the end 
of this year.. These four ships are 
part of a programme. of 19 tankers 
which are being built for the Anglo- 
Saxon Petroleum Company in Great 
Britain, the States aiid Holland, and 
I think that Mr. Dyer, who obtained 
the order when at Home’ on leave, is 
to be congratulated on his enterprise 
in securing such a large share for the 
Dock Company.—(Applause.) I am 
sure the Directors would be willing to 
give him leave every yearif he could 
guarantee to bring back a similar 
order every time.—(Laughter.) :

“NEW VESSEL DESCRIBED. 

The single screw vessel, ‘Paludins,” 
built and engined by the Hongkong 
and Whampos Dock Co., Ltd., at their 
works in Kowloon, for the Anglo- 
Saxon Petroleum Co. Ltd., London, 
is the first oil tanker, carrying petro- 
jeum,in bulk, to be built in China, 
and is the first of four vessels no 
under construction for this Company. 

The principal dimensions sre as
